Suspects a Murder.

LIFE SAVERS TO THE RESCUE | ALBERT SCHOUP 


Identified as Man Who Took Missing 


Increasing Storm Endangers Both 
Crews Until Tugs Give Aid, 


The disappearance and suspected kidnap- 
ing of Arthur, the 10 year old son of C. W, 
Eaton of 318 Washington boulevard, had a 
sensational development erday when Al- 
bert Schoup was arrestéd on a charge of 
leading the childaway. 

“TI believe my boy is dead, and I blame 
Schoup for his disappearance,” said Mr. 
Baton last night. 

The police are also inclined to believe that 
when the mystery of the disappearance is 
solved it will be found that the boy is dead. 

Schoup is a prisoner at the Lake street 
station, having been arrested yesterday 
morning after a desperate resistance. He is 
safer there than he would be at liberty, for 
the father was disarmed last night at the 
station after saying that he would have the 
man’s life. 

The police also are of the opinion that 
Schoup led away Arthur in the belief that the 
boy had taken money belonging to him. 


Identified as Kidnaper. 

Schoup has been identified by Arthur’s 9 
year old brother as the man who dragged 
the missing boy away from the Skiuner 
school on Wednesday. Two other boys are 
expected to identify Schoup today. The 
prisoner denies knowledge of Arthur Eaton’s 
whereabouts, but admits that he went to the 
Eaton home Thursday night to inquire about 
money alleged to have been stolen. : 

Arthur Eaton, according to the story re- 
lated to the police, was kidnaped Wednesday 
at noon, just after the Skinner school, Aber- 
deen street and Jackson boulevard, let out. 
This is the story told by his brother Clarence: 

“ Albert Schoup came into the schoolyard 
and said to Arthur: ‘Come with me; I want 
you.’ Arthur did not want to go and was 
dragged along by the hand. I and two other 
boys followed them for three blocks. Then 
Albert said that he would beat us. We were 
scared and ran away.” 

Schoup was arrested at the home of his 
mother, Mrs. Henry Schoup, at 163 Wese 
Adams street, by Detectives Dawson and 
Jinks. He was lured out of the house by a 
ruse, and then he made a hard fight. 


Schoup Makes a Denial. 

““T did not take the boy from the school. 
I don’t know where he is,’’ said Schoup at 
the station. “‘I think he took a pocketbook 
containing $5 fram my sister, Mrs. William 
Schoup, at 768 Lake street, last Tuesday 
while playing with my nephews, Tom and 
James. I went to his mother to ask about 
the money on Thursday. Half of it belonged 
to me. She said she knew nothing about 
it and begged me to tell her where her boy 
was. I never saw the boy before Tuesday.”’ 

That his son ever took any money beiong- 
ing to Mrs,.William Schoup was depied by 
Cc. W. Baton last night. 

“ ‘The money was probably taken by one of 
the Schoup boys.” said he. “Arthur has 
always been a good boy and would be home 
now if he were alive. He was killed by 
that man as surely as Julius Wiltrack killed 
that little boy in Cragin.” ) 

: Schoup’s statement that he did not know 
the boy is untrue, as the Baton family for- 
merly lived near the Schoups, and Arthur 
Eaton was well known to him. Schoup is 32 
years old and a painter. He admits having 


Grand Marais, Mich., Sept. 19.—[Special. ]— 
The steamer A. A. Parker of the Gilchrist 
fleet of Cleveland, laden with iron ore, foun- 
dered four miles south of here today, and 
that the eighteen men of the crew were not 
drowned was due to the heroic efforts of the 
Grand Marais life saving crew. 

The rescue of the Parker's crew was made 
in a furious southwest gale. After the.life 
savers had taken the imperiled sailors off the 
sinking ship they found themselves in ex- 
treme danger, and the safety of the life 
savers and the Parker’s crew was only 
assured when two tugs put out from the 
harbor and towed the lifeboat into shelter. 

For three hours the people of Grand Marais

Steam Pumps Unequal to Leaks. 

The Parker, bound from Superior to Cleve- 
land, began leaking with the first heavy 
rolling incident to the storm arising this 
morning. Steam pumps. were put in service, 
but the water gained rapidly and in a short 
time it became evident that the Parker was in 

As the storm had risen the Parker bad been | 
headed for Whitefish point, where it was | 
hoped it could find shelter, and possibly get 
assistance from other steamers. The water 
entered the hold of the vessel so fast, how- 
ever, that it was seen it must sink in a short 
time. Distress signals “were hoisted, and, 
with the whistle sounding calls for help, the 
Parker steamed as fast as possible toward 
Grand Marais. 

. Sinks as Crew Escapes. 

When the lifesavers, who had seen the 
distress signals, reached the sinking ves- 
sel, the waves were washing over the decks, 
which were almost on a level with the lake’s 
surface. Nine men had clambered tnto the 
lifeboat when a monster wave broke over 
the Parker, and, driving into the engine 
room, extinguished the fires. Warning cries 
went up from the lifesavers and the remain- 
der of the Parker’s crew hurriedly entered | 
a ship’s lifeboat, which was launched im- 
mediately. The two little boats had scarcely 
cleared the Parker before its. bow dipped 
beneath the waves. The stern of the steam- 
er rose heavily and it dived to the bottom 
in. twenty fathoms of water. 


Waves Dash Over Boats. 


With the lifeboat in the lead and towing the 
yawl from the lost steamer, the start for 
the ‘shore was begun.. The wind had in- 
creased and the waves dashed ovér both 
struggling boats. | 

From the shore it wae seen that the life 
boat was in great danger. Orews Were fur- 
nished the tugs Wescott and E. M. B. Aand | 
they steamed out to the rescue. Side by side 
the tugs struggled through the storm‘and a 
mile outside the harbor they reached the Nfe 
boats.

VICTIM OF FOOTBALL 


Augustus Becker’s Back Broken 
While Playing at Lake Forest. 


FIRST CASE OF THE SEASON. 


Academy Stadent Falls and Another 
Player Tumbles Over Him; May Die. 


‘The first serious accident of the present 
football season occurred at the Lake Forest 
academy yesterday. 

Augustus Becker, a junior, whose home is 
in New Mexico, was the victim, and a fatal 
outcome was admitted last night to be proba- 
ble. The boy’s spine was fractured at the 
third vertebra, paralyzing the lower part 
of the body. : 

Dr. A. C. Haven summoned Dr. Nicholas 
Senn into consultation, and at the conclusion 
of their examination they would not make a 
hopeful statement. 

“There is no doubt about the fracture 
of the spine,” said Dr. Haven. “ It is at the 
third vertebra, just between the shoulders. 
The patient’s condition has not changed 
since the accident. The usual paralysis is 
present. Such cases generally are fatal.

The boy’s father was notified immediately 
and was kept closely informed regarding his 
son’s condition.

Tries for Place on Team. 

The regular football team of the academy 
is not yet made up, and candidates practice 
daily. Becker had been enthusiastic over 
football, but previously was unable to seek a 
place on the téam. He began practice early 
this year and worked hard to bring his play 
up to the standard required. 

All of the candidates were practicing orf 
the gridiron on Friday .afternoon. Becker 
was playing guard. Scrimmage work was 

at 4 o’clock and the coach began 
training hie men in kicking. J. R. Oughter, 


captain of the team, went to the end of the 


field and kicked the ball to the players, 
Failed to Catch the Ball. 

Becker led the men in .running down on the 
punt, but failed to catch the ball, 

He started after the sphere, and, failing 
upon it, rolled over, bending his neck toward 
the ground. At the same moment the man 
behind him stumbled and fell upon Becker. 
When the second man regained his feet 
Becker remained on the ground. He was 
found to be unconscious and was removed to 
the hospital, where Dr. A. C. Haven attend- 
ed him. | 

Becker is 19 years old and is well advanced 
in his studies. His close application to his 
work during two years and his neglect of 
athletics are said to lessen his chances of 
recovery.

Dozens of beautiful, curious, and 
useful-vegetables, fruits, and flowers, will 
result from the present trip of the two men. 

A visit to southern Italy, Sici'y, Tunis, and 
Egypt formed one of the most interesting 
parts of their expedition and yielded up an 
unusually rich collection of wonderful p'ants 
in these countries. A special trip was made 
along the German African coast to Durban, 
and an overland trip was made for the’pur- 
pose of investigating the agricultural condi- 
tions in the Transvaal. This exp dition also 
included a trip to the Canary islands, where 
still more interesting material was found.

NEARLY ONE-FIFTH OF ARMY 
_ ON PACIFIC COAST DESERTS. 


Maj. Gen. MacArthur’s Report for Year 
Calls Attention to Menace to Stability 
of ‘American Institutions. 


San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 19.—[Special.j— 
During the fiscal year 1,344 privates deserted 
from the regular army in the department of 
California. Of this gumber 914 were from 
the permanent garrisons and formed 19.42 per 
cent—nearly one-fifth—of the entire force. 
The remaining 490 were from recruits, 
casuals, and regiments on the way to or from 
the Philippines. 

‘Menace to the Army. 
Commenting on these facts, which are 
disclosed in«his annual report, Maj. Gen. 
MacArthur says: 

“In the Hght of past experience and of 
present conditions it seems apparent that 
the United States,.as a nation, must ac- 
cept desertion as a necessary evil unless 
enlightened public opinion can be induced 
to realize that it is not only inimical as it

ALISO TURN ON 


GAS, IMPERILING 
| LIVES OF SEVEN. 


Window in the Dining Room All 
Probably Would Have Met Death— 
Woman still 1 and Under the Care 
of a Physician—House Ransacked by 
the Thieves. . 


First stupefying seven members of a family 
with some drug. the nature of which is not 
known, burglars yesterday morning ran- 
sacked the house of Frank Lang, at 3640 
Union street, and then left after turning on 
the gas in two rooms. 


morning he scarcely had strength to stagger 
to the door and throw it open. His wife was 
aroused with difficulty, and it was not until 
Dr. Harvey Wolford had worked over her 
for two hours that she fully recovered her 
senses. Last night she was still under the 
physician’s care. 

‘Five children were sleeping in an adjoining 
nd all of them suffered from the gas, 
but not to Buch an extent as their parents. 
Only for the fact that the dining room win- 
dow was open, the police say, the seven 
members of the family would have been 
asphyxiated. 

While robbery apparently was the motive 
of the intruders, the police are unable to un- 
derstand why they should have turned on 
the gas, thus imperiling the lives of all in the 
house, 

Gas Esceping in Two Rooms. 

After Lang had called a physician for his 
wife and assured himself of the safety of the 
children, he found that gas was escaping 
from a jet in the parlor, while in the kitchen 
it was pouring from two burners of the 
range. Further investigation showed that 
the lock om the front door of the flat had 
been broken by the robbers. : 

The whole house was in disorder, indicating 
that the robbers‘had taken their time to 
their search. From Mr. Lang’s trousers pock- 
ets a small amount of money was taken, and 
a pocketbook containing $35, which had been 
placed under Mrs. Lang's pillow, had not es- 
caped the attention of the robbers. 

As both Mr. and Mrs. Lang are light sleep- 
ers it is supposed that the robbers waited 
until they were well under the influence of 
the drug before they began their operations. 

Shortly after 2 o'clock in the morning Mrs. 
John Larsen, who lives in the flat above the 
Langs, heard a noise in the Lang apartments 
and it is believed that it was at this time 
the burglars secured access to the flat.

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AFTER FIRE IN STABLES. 


Early Morning’ Bleze at the Barns of 
Montgomery Ward & Co. Causes the 
Release of Several Hundred Animals. 


Horses filled the streets near Indiana and 
Seneca streets early this morning, for more 
than’ 400 were released when fire was dis- 
covered in the stables of Montgomery Ward 
& Co., 392 Indiana street. 

Horses in the barns of Alexander H. Revell, 
898 Indiana street, and A. W. Willett, 384 
Indiana street, also were released by citi- 
gens. For a short time the streets were 
crowded with plunging horses and men at- 
tempting to restrain them. Many persons 


narrowly escaped injury, but after an hour 


all the horses were corralled and taken to 
a barn at 380 Indiana street. 

The flames soon burst from: the roof of 
the Revell barn, which is a three story struc- 
ture.

Points to “ Loose Methods.” 

In discusisng the “loose methods of the 
sanitary bureau” the assoctation’s commmnt- 
cation to Dr. Reynolds points out the faet 
that all building permits are entered on the 
bureau’s “ record of new plumbing,” therety 
giving the bureau ample notice of al! possitte 
plumbing work that may require inspection. 
How little this record is made use of by the 
bureau is pointed out In the following state 


about 6,300 building permits are éntered. 
The record for that year fails to show that 
any building was ever erected on more than 
2,000 of these locations. When the attention 
of Andrew Young, the head of the bureat, was 
first called to this matter he explained ty 
saying that a large percentage of buliding 
permits were never used, and that in many 
otger cases they covered buildings which 
contained no plumbing that required inspec- 


on. 

“To test the accuracy of this explanation 
the association has sent its agents to 282 loca- 
tions, regarding which the sanitary: bureau 
records showed only the issuance of a build- 
ing permit during the year 1902 These loca- 
tions were selected at random and are 
widely different parts of the city. We found 
that new bufldings containing plumbing have 
been erected on no legs than 201 of these loca- 
tions, apparently without ary inspection 
whatever, and this In the face of the fact that 
the bureau had notice from its own books 
of the issuance of the building permits. 


Many Buildings Uninspected. 

“ The association's investigation of blenk 
entries tends strongly to show that fully 
1,700 new buildings, containing plumbing. 
were erected in Chicago during 1902 without 
any test or inspection of the plumbing. This 
showing confirms-the impression that a. large 
number of buildings, especially apartment 
buildings, have been erected in the city dum 
ing the last two or three years without 
proper inspection.” 

The conclusion reach6éd by the association 
officials is “ that the sanitary bureau Bas 
been and is being run in the Interests of te 
plumbing contractors of the city rather thas

It is suggested in several quarters, notably 
by the Standard, which has strongly op- 
posed Chamberlain’s policy, that Lords Mil- 
ner and Cromer should be added to the cab- 
tnet. Lord Milner in particular is suggested 
for the colonial office. That would mean 
another powerful friend of Chamberlain 
holding a great office, but. Lord Selborne is 
considered as more likely to succeed Cham- 
( berlain at-the colonial office. He alsd is a 
strong Chamberlain man. 
Thus.the former colonial secretary main- 
- tains a strong hold on two groups, while for 
the next few months as a loyal but inde- 
‘' pendent supporter of the government he will 
devote his unmuzzied energies to the conver- 
sion of public opinion to his policy. 


Change Expected Soon. 

What will be the immediate fate of the re- 
oonstructed cabinet seems doubtful. There 
is ttle doubt, however, that it will be but 
short lived. Dissolution in the spring is still 
looked for, but whenever dissolution occurs 
Chamberlain, as far as can be seen at pres- 
ent, holds the winning cards. The Salisbury 
and Balfour governments remained in office 
chiefly for ‘the mere reason that the opposi- 
tion could offer no alternative to them.

'is mot unexpected that Balfour can carry 
the country, but it is plain that a Devonshire 
cabinet, or as some few and probably mis- 
taken politicians suggest a Rosebery cabi- 
net, equally with a Bannerman one, could 
survive but a few months, coming into office 
only as warming pans for some more stable 
successors. These, as things look at present, 
would be found in the party Chamberlain 
has gathered around him. 

‘Chamberlain May Be Premier. 

| If the government is returned, or if a 
weak, liberal ministry is retained in power 
only ‘@ ‘short time Mr. Balfour anticipates 
that he and: Mr. Chamberlain will reorganize 
& new ministry. According to an authority 
thoroughly cognizant with Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s plans Mr. Balfour might then find Mr. 
Chamberiain unwilling to join him. 

“It-has been Mr. Chamberlain's purpose,” 
said the person quoted, “to form a party 
of his own, and he may take advantage of 
the present opportunity to .carry out his 
intention. His reputation as the only public 
man .in England with a definite licy, 
coupied with his strength of will and abil- 
ity, may enable him to achieve his ambition.

If the price of food 
is not raised, and if we merely transfer our 
trade from the United States to Canada or 
Australia, and they supply the demand prac- 
tically as at present, it is impossible for 
any one to see how this can benefit the agri- 
cultural interests in England. 


Farmer Has but One Interest. 


“So far as the English farmer is con- 
cerned, he cares little whether the competi- 
tion which is so ruinous to him comes from 
the United States or from Canada, and un- 
less Mr. Chamberlain's zoliverein is so ad- 
justed that it will enable the British farmer 

get a higher price for his products and at 
he same time will not compel the British 
workman to pay any more for those same 
products it can never be popular in this 
island. 

“The arguments which apply to you in 
America are exactly reversed in our own 
case. The reasons which might make pro- 
tection good for you are the ones which 
make free trade good for us. We have prac- 
tically no original resources of our own, ex- 
cept in the matter of coal. We are 
dependent on the outside world for 
all our raw material. We make our liv- 
ing by importing raw materials or partially 
manufactured articles, and by buying 
them in the lowest market, making a fin- 
ished product with the lowest price labor, and 
shipping the manufactures back again at 
the lowest possible freight rates. 

“We have been fairly successful at this 
business. and have accumulated vast riches 
doing a thing which some people would be 
only too glad to see us stop doing. We can- 
not supply Ourselves with cotton or beef 
or much of anything else in the raw state. 


_ Wage Earners Not Deceived. 

“The working men, the clerks, the great 
mass of the common laborers, the porters, 
the waiters, the bus drivers, and the like can- 
not possibly understand how their wages 
ean be improved in any way by putting a 
tax on the things they have to buy to support 
themselves with. Joe Chamberlain cannot 
fool that part of the population. They see 
through his game, and they know that after 
his government has made such a tremendous 
failure of a recent war, and has inflicted upon 
Great Britain the shame of such a loss of mil- 
itary prestige, it is merely seeking an excuse 
for remaining in power and for diverting the 
people from their natural impulse of turning 
out of office men who have proved themselves 
incompetent.” 

With the engaging frankness so charaeter- 
istic of Mr. Stead, he said: ‘“ Canada would 
leave us out in the cold any minute for the 
sake of negotiating the right kind of a reci- 
procity treaty with the United States. Half 
of the Canadian export crop is shipped 
through the United States. 


Retaliation Is Too Easy. 

“It would be the simplest thing in the 
world for your country to retaliate on any 
substantial preference we gave to Canadian 
wheat as against wheat from the United 
States. You could prevent the passage of 
Canadian product through the United States 
or you could in forty-eight hours, by a slight 


| revision of your tariff, destroy the trade of 


Canada with the United States, which is far 
more valuable to Canada than any trade it 
can possibly have with the mother country. 
“ We cannot dictate to you in the matter 
of tariffs any longer. You would have the 
right to restrict the export of any one of your 
products and we would have to pay the addi- 
tional price. Your supply of cotton is indis- 
pensable to the commercial progress of Great 


Britain, and. the people here fully under- 


stand, I believe, that any serious preferen- 


tial treatment ie the matter of tariff between 
Canada and Great Britain inevitably wouid 


provoke the United States to retaliatory 
measures.

Abe Burrell, the professional sailing mas-. 
ter of Vencedor, sailed his boat with greater 
skill than did Pete Elefson, Vanenna’s pro- 
fessional skipper. Burrell saved a little time 
rounding each buoy, made a good gain to’ 
weather by shooting his boat up into the 
‘wind, and letting it head reach as far as 
it would right at the beginning of the wind-: 
ward leg, and used better judgment in the 
head canvas he carried. He made no mis- 
takes, and as he had the better boat—as they 
stood yesterday—under him, it was easy for 
him to thrash his rival on the wind. 


Elefson Handicapped by Canvas. — 
, Elefson was handicapped by an ill fitting 
and old set of sails, but at that he need not 
have carried his big balloon jib all through 
the second leg, as it was aback much of the |.

O you ever forget your library book 

until the two week limit has expired 

and then have to pay a fine for the 

delay? If so you are not the only 

careless person in the city. Last year 

there were enough. like you to make the fines 

in the public library amount to $7,427.06. 

The individual amounts varied from three 
cents to over a dollar. 

“T want to renew my book,” said a small 


boy the other day. 
_“ Twelve cents fine,”’ said the young woman 


- at the desk, after complying with his wants. 


The boy’s under jaw dropped. 
“But I couldn’t get down the other day,” 


he protested, ‘“‘ and yesterday was a holiday 


> ‘that oughtn’t to count and father says it was 


Gue on Saturday.” 
The young woman took out her calendar 


and proved that Friday was the day on 
which the book was due. 
“ Haven't you the money with you?” she 


poked. 
_“ No,” was the shame faced answer 
“” “Well, take it and pay next time.” 


Many believe as this youngster and his 
father did that the time limit is two weeks 
end a day, whereas the book is due on the 
bast day of the two weeks. Their fine is 


thierefore the minimum of three cents, but 


they dislike to pay it just the same. Others 
imagine also that renewing a book after the 
time has expired takes’ away the fine, and 
mre greatly vexed and often leave the book 
when they find the renewal does not excuse. 
~ Not one person in a thousand pays a fine 


eeurtecusly, and the young women whose 


business it is to take in fines get a discourag- 


Ing view of human nature. 


Not long ago a young woman whose book 


fee overdue claimed she had paid her fine 


and told her guarantor so. He wrote into 
the library suggesting that a record of all 
fines should be kept to prevent such misun- 
Gerstandings. When he was assured that 
such a record existed and that the disputed 
fine was entered in it he paid the money with. 
an apology.

History of Man Is Unearthed in Shaft in Chalk Cliffs. 


At length we reached our destination at. 


Les Eyzies. There we put up our carriage, 
hunched, and then boated across the river by 
ferry, a tall handsome woman with a brown 
face and black hair managing the bark.
